Ivvo Lower Bucks County teenagers were crushed 
to deal ii yesterday in Bensalem Township when a 30- 
ton tractor-trailer truck loaded with sand, attempted 
to avoid a collision with a bus and veered into a tavern 
wall pinning the victims beneath the truck and debris. 
Iwo teenage companions, one an expectant mother, 
escaped certain death because they went across tile 
street to buy a soft drink minutes before the truck came 
around a curve and struck the victims. 
'Hie four girls had been waiting on the corner for 
a bus when the accident occurred. 


Bensalem Township police identified the victims 
as Frances Martinez, 15, of 4163 Chestnut St., Trevose 
Heights, and Elizabeth Hcjner, 16. of 1886 Bridgetown 
Pike, Feasterville.
